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1* flicolae MAIAXA, former prominent Romanian industrialist, 
now a political exile, has been the subject of a great many reports. 
One typical document described him as a "slipper^, fence-rider, 
who plays both ends against the middle for personal reasons •" 

(U.S. Army WD-9006L, lh Pec Mi, Confidential) . Another called him 
the "most perfidious man in Romania,” stated that "while claiming 
to be anti- Russian and anti-Cormonist in certain cirlces, at the same 
time, he reports all conversations with the British and Americans 
to the Russians and Romanian Communists." (OSS WD-OI 6836 , 30 Way h5> 
Secret.) His cunning was exemplified by the apparent ability to 
get along with the Communists following World War XI# after having 
• supported the Iron Ouardists as well as ex-King CAROL.

Through bribery 
and corruption of Romania’s leading political figures, he. has massed 
a fortune variously estimated from a few millions to half a billion. 
Although his power and. fortune were forces to be reckoned with even 
during the 1920’s, his big opportunity came when CAROL returned to 
the throne in 1930 and he succeeded in bribing hi sway into the royal 
ianbr "circle. During the next decade he gave financial backing to 
the Iron Guard, while sumultaneously splitting his enormous ill-gotten 
profits with CAROL. When CAROL was forced into exile in 19l?0, MALAXA 
drew even closer to the Iron Guard. lie Is said to have been the reel 
leader of the abortive Iron Guard rebellion in Ipbl for which he

one of his greatest personal victories in regaining his expropriated 
properties, allegeJdly through lavish bribery of high Communist 
officials. Upon arriving in the U.S. in 191*6, he sought to control 
the Romanian legation in Washington and reportedly paid off anyone 
there who could service his purpose. Since breaking with the Communist 
regime in 191*8 (or 19l*7), he has been frequently mentioned as con- 
tributing financially to various emigres. Ris financing of General 
RAPES CU, then Chairman of the Romanian 'National Coranittee, was ex- 
posed in an FBI report read at the Gplon trial. Some of his contri- 
butions have gone to establish scholarships for ’•meritorous Romanian 
students n in Paris. 

MAIAXA is personally frugal, hard working, and intelligent. A 
man of considerable personal charm, he prefers a very quiet home life 
and seldom participates in social activity. 
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
